Neither should we. on the other hand, 
silow the froth of bitter aultatloo.

Ity of ellnilnaUng them by well-con- 
sidered measures. It may be that tbe 
fanners will not show the buaineas 
sagacity and develop the wlaa loader- 
ship to carry through soaad ptana: hat 
that poaatbinty deas aot tattltr tha 
ibetruction of their upward efforta. 
We, as rliy people, see la high and 
speculatively manipulated pHcea, 
spoibiKe. waste, scarcity, tha laaalM 
of defective distribution of fa«m ppid- 
acts. .Siiould it not iM'cur to us that

If It 
should be found on examination that 
the attainment of this end requires 
methods difTereiit from those wlilch 
other activities have followed for tbe 
same purpose should we not sympa- 
thetically consider the plea for the 
right to co-operate, If only from oar 
own enlightened aelf Intaraat, la ob- 
taining an abundant and steady flow of 
farm producta?

fulfill as they see them the obligations 
that go w"h poww- Preoccupied 
with tbe grave piobloaM aad heavy 
tasks of their owa Immodlato aClalra, 
they hava aot taraa* thair thoaghttul 
peraooal attaatloa or thaIr eaaatrae- 
tlve abilities to the deficiencies of agri- 
cultural business organisation. Agri- 
culture. It may be said, suffers from 
their preoccupation and neglect rather 
timn from any purposeful exploitation 
by them. They ought now to begin to 
respond to the farmers' dlUlcultles, 
which they must realise are their own. 

On the other hand, my contacta with 
tha farmars hava flilad ata with raapaet 
(tor them— for thaIr sanity, their pa- 
tience, their balance.
